after another has been widened, graded, resurfaced or re- 
constructed. 


The streets of Kingston today are in the best condition

The great improvements made in the streets during the

work of the Department of Public Works and the forces 
of the CWA, TERA and WPA. 


The Department of Public Works, under the able direc- 


tion of Superintendent Ernest Steuding, has done major 
street work during 1939 on 77 streets. Many other streets 
were given minor repairs. Eleven miles, or 1,545,419 square 
yards of streets were improved. Proof of the tremendous 
amount of street work which was done is found in the mate- 
rials used, because streets are not built without crushed 
stone and asphalt. 9,555 cubic yards of stone and 212,295 
gallons of asphalt and road oil were used. If shipped by rail- 
road, this material would have filled a train of 274 cars. 239 
cars would have each carried 40 yards of crushed stone and 
35 cars would have been 6,000 gallon-gallon tank cars. These 
materials, when used by the trained employes of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, working under competent direction, 
brought great improvement to many streets that had seen no 
improvement in many years. 


In addition to this work performed by the Department of 


Public Works, the WPA made substantial improvements by 
reconstructing two important streets and grading 13 others. 


The streets of this city, are being put in excellent condition 


by the Heiselman administration because the street work is 
planned far in advance. New water mains and new sewers, 
where necessary, are laid before the streets are reconstructed. 
Many streets, which were not graded or reconstructed during 
the past season, wQl be on the program for 1940, when many 
more miles of streets will be graded and rebuilt. 


The Street Department, under the Heiselman administra- 


tion, is efficient because it has competent direction, sound 
engineering, trained personnel and modern tools and equip- 
ment.

Madrid, Nov. 1 UP>.—The Spanish government, acknowledg- 


ing the threat of a major food shortage, declared war on 
profiteers today and undertook absolute control of staple com- 
modities to insure even distribution. 


Ramon Serrano Suner, minister of government, said 
the 


year's crops would fall far short of existing needs. He prom- 
ised that the government would import foodstuffs to meet the 
emergency, despite a national treasury "exhausted by the Reds." 


Serrano Suner, brother-in-law of Generalissimo Francisco 


Franco, listed four causes for the imminent food shortage: 


Disastrous effects on agriculture resulting from the "Reds' 


criminal prolongation" of the Spanish civil war. 


Destruction of 40 per cent of the railway rolling stock and 


"a much higher percentage" of other transport facilities. 


Loss of foreign markets during the civil warfare and trade 


restrictions resulting from the present European war. 


"Disproportionate consumption in recently liberated zones 


which contributed nothing to national production."

PRISON NEEDS 


New York City has a new penitentiary on 


Rikers Island which has cost taxpayers some 
millions of dollars. 
The president of the 


American Prison Association admits that its 
physical equipment is fine, but adds that the 
city would derive greater dividends in the 
form 
of rehabilitated prisoners if more 


money had gone into personnel and less into 
structural steel. 


"You can get money fairly easily for new 


prisons and prison buildings," he says, "es- 
pecially if a timely riot gives dramatic 
emphasis to the problem of overcrowding: 
but try to get money for a doctor or a psy- 
chologist, for a social worker or a vocational 
instructor, and you will find that the state is 
very short of funds."

OUTDOOR 1'LAY PREVENTS TUBERCULOSIS 


A physician making a routine examination ad- 


vised the patient to get outdoors more and walk, 
play golf, or take other exercise. 


"You never played as a boy, did you?" 
"No! I was the office boy of my organization 


thirty years ago, and now I'm the general manager 
with one thousand employes under me. 
I didn't 


have time to play when 1 was a boy. But how did 
you know I never played?" 


"Because while your chest is deep, it is not wide 


A baby's chest is 
as wide as it is deep, but as it develops by play, 
the chest widens more than it deepens, so that at 
the ape of ten the proportion of width to depth 
may be about 9 to 7, and at the age of 18, as 11 to 
7."

Some months ago I quoted Dr. S. A. Wcisman, 


Minneapolis, in the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association, who rpjwrted his investigations 
showing that "deep1' chested children, that is deep 
in proportion to the width, were more likely to de- 
velop tuberculosis. This is because the tuberculosis 
chest is not a mature chest; it is a baby cJie*h 
These children. 1.321 girls and 1,399 boys, wereAjS^ 
cd with tuberculin, and the number of positives 
(likely to develop tuberculosis! was greater among 
the narrow but deep chested children. Another fact 
discovered was that the narrow and deep chested 
children were more numerous in the poorer dis- 
tricts of the city than in the hotter districts, due, 
in part, to lack of fresh air and proper food. 


"The children in ihc slums arc physically unde- 


veloped. They are not only shorter and lighter, but 
they have, on the average-, drcp, infant type of 
chest, one that has not gone through the normal 
processes of development." 


Thus slum clearance will mean better developed 


men and women and prevent many cases of tu- 
berculosis.

Memories of Last 


War Stir Old Port 


Merchant Ships Now Find 


Refuge at Vigo, Spain. 


WASHINGTON. — Almost in the 


shadow of a monument erected in 
memory of merchant seamen killed 
in the World war of 1914-18, some 
50 merchant vessels lock refuge 
from hostile attack in the neutral 
port of Vigo, Spain, according to 
news dispatches, soon after the 
outbreak of Europe's newest war. 


"Vigo, with a magnificent harbor 


extending nearly 19 miles Inland, 
and situated on Spain's Atlantic 
coast just north of Portugal, pro- 
vides both a capacious and a con- 
venient refuge for ships plying the 
eastern Atlantic," says the National 
Geographic society. 


"From anchorages in the blue 


waters ol the bay, the crews ol 
visiting merchantmen can see on 
a nearby hill the memorial to their 
brethren of all nations who lost their 
lives during the conflict of a quarter 
century ago. Vigo then as now was 
a neutral port 


"Its location at a point where Eu- 


rope reaches far out toward the New 
World has made Vigo an important 
port of call in recent years for ships 
operating between western Europe 
and South America. 


"Not 
always, however, has Vigo 


been a haven of refuge or remote 
from war. Sir Francis Drake twice 
attacked the city, in 1535 and 1589. 
In 1702 a large fleet of Spanish and 
French ships, which had brought 
a valuable cargo of silver from 
America, lay in the harbor. They 
were attacked by a combined Brit- 
ish and Dutch fleet, but accounts dif- 
fer as to the outcome. Some say 
that most of the silver was safe 
ashore before the attack, others that 
a treasure of ?5,000,000 was cap- 
tured. Some of the galleons sunk 
in the fight have been located on 
the harbor bottom and attempts 
made to recover treasure from 
them."
